Ma.n cannot stop the rain. He

ton, were brought here at 4 a, m. 


They were in custody of F. O. 


ROES, dog sergeant and 
T. 
T. 


Easley, night warden. 


District Attorney Max Rogers 


said the killers would face charg- 
es in Brazoria county where their 
murderous break took place. 


Trammell 
and 
Gibson awoke 
last night to face machine guns 
and rifles in the hands of a Lime- 
atone'county posse. Their flight 
had covered vast stretches ol Tex- 
as and Oklahoma. 
The desperadoes had no oppor- 


tunity to resist, though each held 
a pistol in his hand. 
Night Warden T. T. Easley, a 


prison guard and a trusty took 
Trammel 
and Gibson from the 


Limestone county jail here at 1:10 
a. m. today, bound for the state 
penitentiary at Huntsville. 


O. S. J. Ellingson, prison sys- 


tem manager, said the pair would 
be held at the prison pending of- 
ficial decision on pbasible charges 
of murder against them. They had 
escaped from the Retrieve prison 
farm. 
Boy Tips Officers. 
Last night a boy whose name 
was withheld passed along a coun- 
try lane near Thornton and saw a 
car bogged in the mud. Under the 
steering wheel on the front seat 
slept a man clinching a pear- 
handled pistol. Another man slept 
on the rear seat. The lad told 
Sheriff Will Adams, who immedi- 
ately organized a posse of six 


The men were still sleeping 


when the sheriff's party arrived. 
Adams poked the muzzle of his 
submachine gun into the ribs of 
one of the men.

A posse of 40 men 
cornered them in the thick brush 
country near Oletha and forced 
them to cover. The next morning 
the hunt was resumed but the 
convicts had disappeared. 
Trammel and Gibson were next 


flushed in West Texas but by wild 
driving of the car they supposed- 
ly stole they eluded their pursu- 


As officers 
concentrated their 
hunt near the Texas - Oklahoma 
line at the lower end of the Pan- 
handle, the desperate, weary con- 
victs sped across the rough coun- 
try into Oklahoma, There their 
trail grew cold.
